Officers throughout East Texas 
were notified and State Patrol- 
men were ordered to stop all cars 
on highway 31 between Corslcana 
and Athens. 


Local Officers Search

cana, upon being notified of the 
burglary, Immediately began an 
Investigation in this area. 
Clues left at the scene Included 
the rope, two chisels, a hammer 
and a wrecking bar.
